Scott and Jackson counties compose 
the fortieth judicial circuit and the 
prosecutor is an officer of both coun­ 
ties. 
According to rules governing 
the democratic prim ary the candidate 
receiving the largest vote in both 
|counties is placed on the democratic 
| ticket as prosecutor. 
The plurality 
given to Noble Hays, of Scottsburg 
was much larger than the friends of 
the other candidates anticipated it 
would be. 
The vote has not been re­ 
ceived from one precinct, which polls 
about forty votes.

the total investment in signal equip­ 
ment, for, over many miles of road 
the manual system has been replaced 
by the automatic 
system. 
Twenty- 
seven roads are equipped from end 
to end 
with block signals. 
Many 
others have the work nearly completed 
on the most important of these roads 
the mileage not equipped with block 
signals, is almost all on branch lines 
where trains run at long intervals and 
where, consequently, the chance of 
collision is remote.

On this occasion he wore, as usual, 
a faded red woolen 
shirt, buttoned 
neither at the neck nor at the wrist­ 
bands. There was a space of eight or 
ten inches 
between the top of his 
trousers and the lower edge of the 
coat, and his trousers were rolled up 
at the bottom, so that there was a 
space of nearly a foot of bare leg be­ 
tween them and the tops of his stock­ 
ings. 
He had one 
suspender, 
and 
the 
sleeves of the coat reached little more 
than to his elbows. 
His hair looked 
as if it had never been brushed or 
combed since he came from the woods 
of Kentucky. 
He began to speak. His subject was 
law, its design, its essence, its mis­ 
sion, its power. 
He spoke in a low, thin voice. 
I 
had heard Beecher, Gough, Phillips, 
Chapin, Starr King and Webster, but

explains the incident by saying: “One day 
during the war I was sitting here, when 
a tall, angular gentleman 
entered

“ ‘At what hour can I depend on find­ 
ing him here?’ he asked, 
I told him, and 
with a pleasant ‘Thank you’ he walked 
away.

“Promptly on the hour the tall gentle­ 
man ascended the steps, walked in the 
door, and I was almost struck dumb when 
he asked me if I would not go into the 
secretary’s room and tell him to step out 
in the hall. 
I could not leave my post 
of duty, and even if I coul<| I did not 
think the secretary would come out to see 
him. 
“ He replied : ‘O, I guess he will, and as 
for leaving your post, I will be personally 
responsible for that. 
I am Mr. Lincoln, 
and I will simply take your badge and 
keep door while you step in for me. 
“Well, I couldn’t doubt him, and he 
pulled off my badge, pinned it on his coat, 
and took my chair, just like an old-time 
watchman. 
“A smile played over his face as I left 
him. and you can rest assured it was 
not long before he and the secretary were 
holding a quiet talk in an out-of-the-way 
corner in the hall.”—Washington Special.

To a pint of warm water add two 
tablespoonfuls of alcohol and care­ 
fully sponge the goods.

TO WASH SILK STOCKINGS. 


In 
washing 
silk 
stockings

should be first soaked in borax wa­

If the water is hot, the re­ 
sult is that the silk becomes harsh 
and crinkly. 
Instead of wringing the 
stockings out, simply squeeze them 
well, afterward rinsing in two waters 
the same temperature, hanging out 
to dry without wringing.

First rub out the dirt and grease 
spots with strong soap liquor, using 
Fuller’s earth if necessary. 
Then 
put the rug or mat into the weaker 
soap liquor, well washing and punch­ 
ing it. 
Next put into a tub of warm 
water into which has been dissolved 
a packet of powder, rinse again to 
take out all soap; and for white mats 
add a little blue to the last water. 
Wring out. shake well, and hang to 
dry. 
Don’t put near the fire or in 
a scorching sun. or the skin will be­ 
come hard and brittle. 
Shake fre­ 
q u e n t while drying. 
Treated in this 
way skins become like new.—Wom­ 
an’s Life.

TO WASH GLOVES. 
Among the most useful articles of 
a girl’s toilet are chamois gloves. 
Besides adding a great deal to the 
appearance, they 
are 
comfortable, 
and one does not have to think al­ 
ways about keeping them clean, be­ 
cause. with very little effort, they 
can he washed at a minute’s notice 
and look just as good as new; that 
is, if one knows how. 
There is a 
great art in wsashing gloves, and like 
everything else, it is easy, when one 
knows all about it. 
Put the gloves on, then nth thor­ 
oughly with white soap, just as if 
the bands were being washed and the 
gloves were not there. 
Rinse them 
out in cold water in which there la 
a little bluing; this prevents them 
from turning yellow. 
When they are thoroughly clean­ 
ed, rub ivory soap into them before 
removing them from the hands. This 
keeps them from becoming fuzzy abd 
looking as though they were made 
of flannel. 
Hang the gloves up to 
dry in a cool place in the shade, as 
the sun discolors them and heat stiff­ 
ens the chamois. 
When they are dry put them on 
again and press into shape. 
In this 
way chamois gloves will last a long 
time and look well after a great many 
washings.—New Haven Register.

RAILROAD MEN WANT 


PEACE IN THE MINES 


A Strike Now Would Be Disas­ 


trous, They Say. 


Chicago, Feb. 21.—This year rail­ 
roads are making a desperate effort 
to prevent labor troubles which recur 
annually with great regularity in the 
bituminous c6al fields of Indiana and 
Illinouis. 
A strike this spring, fol­ 
lowing a winter during which the rail­ 
roads were unable to move and dis­ 
tribute all of the coal that was mined, 
would be, it is asserted, little short of 
a public disaster. 
In this connection 
there exists a strong suspicion in the 
minds of not a few railroads that the 
operators and dealers in coal do not 
use their best efforts to prevent the 
I labor disputes. Some of the managers 
of railroads that own and operate coni 
mines go so far as to express the opin­ 
ion that it is to the advantage of the 
public, mine operators and dealers in 
coal to have the annual labor disturb­ 
ances. 
W hether this is true or not, 
railroad men are calling attention to 
the fact that It is the consumer that 
pays the bills in the end. 
In so far as it may be in the power 
of the roads, by reason of their owner­ 
ship of mines, to partially control the 
situation or influence the outcome of 
the dispute, an effort will be made to 
avoid the annual trouble. The railroad 
managers are trying to get the mine 
owners to agree to the slight increase 
asked in the daily pay of the miners 
and thus avoid the tremendous ex­ 
pense of a shutdown 
and possible 
strike and avoid the bad influence such 
conditions have upon business gener­ 
ally.

Philadelphia, Feb. 21—With persons 
who were shot or beaten in the car 
strike riots that spread viciously all 
over suburban 
Philadelphia Sunday 
and Sunday night, hospitals are over­ 
crowded. 
At least IOO got in the way 
of bullets or bricks or paving stones, 
and half of these were hurt seriously. 
The outlook was so alarming late in 
the afternoon that the Philadelphia 
Rapid Transit company withdrew ev­ 
ery one of its cars from service and 
sent them to the barns, and Mayor I * 
Reyburn authorized Henry Clay, the % 
director of public safety, to recruit v 
4.000 extra policemen if possible. The IX 
regular force of 3,300 was utterly un-; v 
able to smother the trouble.

The indications are plain that the *£ 
Rapid Transit company intends to give % 
C. O. Pratt and the striking condue- j ❖ 
tors and motormen all the fighting j J 
they want, and sober-minded citizens 
are considering the advisability of ask­ 
ing the governor to lend a hand with 
the state constabulary. 
There was 
never a day in the strike of nine 
months ago when 
things looked so 
ugly as they do today. 
Indicative of the company’s attitude 
and of its determination to stand firm 
against the closed shop demand, D. T. 
Pierce, executive assistant to Presi­ 
dent Kruger of the Rapid Transit com­ 
pany said: 
“Every one of those thou­ 
sands of brick that were thrown adds 
to the determination of the officials of 
this company to spend every cent in 
the treasury and use every bit of pow­ 
er they have to keep the system in op­ 
eration without the use of these men 
who struck. 
The men were treated 
fairly and the conductors and motor­ 
men that were discharged had been 
proved guilty of dishonesty or evasion 
of duty.” 
On top of Mr. Pierce’s flat-footed 
statement came another from C. O. 
Pratt, the national organizer who is 
bossing this strike in person. 
He said 
that a meeting of the Central Labor j 
union’s executive cohimittee had been 
held in the home of President J. J. j 
Murphy and that the committee, with 
Murphy’s approval, decided to call a 
general strike if the Rapid Transit 
company persisted in trying to run 
cars with non-union men. 
Murphy, 
who is thoroughly in sympathy with 
the striking conductors and motormen, 
confirmed Pratt’s statement. 
Murphy , 
says he has the power to call out j 
100.000 men, which would tie up or ; 
cripple every industrial establishment 1 
in the city practically. 
How frequent and generally distrib­ 
uted was the rioting Sunday may be 
judged Wilton it is known there was a 
call for policemen every four minutes ■ 
from early morning until* late in the 
evening. 
The an'a of rioting was so 
immense that the police had a desper­ 
ate and difficult problem on 
their 
hands. 
Several times during the day I 
there were fights in which more than 
a thousand persons were taking part, 
occurring simultaneously in a dozen 
far separated localities. 
The outcome of all the fighting and 
disorder was that four persons were 
injured fatally, in all likelihood, about 
IOO were sent to the hospitals, and 297 
cars were more or less damaged and 
three cars were burned.

The present occupant of the White 
House and his immediate predecessor 
are the only presidents that have been 
given to regular and systematic ath­ 
letic exercises. 
As to the early presidents, they lived 
in an age when tennis and golf were 
unknown in this country, and not one 
of them would have thought of box­ 
ing or single stick as a mode of exer 
cise. The Virginians all rode on horse­ 
back, and George Washington, an ac­ 
tive outdoor person all his life, a1 
though he thought himself old when 
he entered upon the presidency, was 
still fond of riding. 
Lincoln had been all his life a rider 
on horseback, but was never aught but 
an awkward cavalier. 
In 
spite 
of 
warnings that his life was in danger 
he used to walk at midnight with a 
single companion from the War De­ 
partment to the White House, and he 
sometimes took exercise in the White 
House grounds after nightfall. 
It was this habit that led to an ear­ 
ly plan to kidnap him, and a man 
who afterward lived, for years in New 
York told an acquaintance in the Con­ 
federate army that he had lain several 
nights in the shrubbery of the White 
House grounds hoping for an oppor­ 
tunity to seize Lincoln unawares. He 
must have had accomplices near at 
hand, for only a giant could easily 
have overcome Lincoln even in his 
middle 50’s. 
In spite of the fact that the assassi­ 
nation of Lincoln had made every one 
feel that the President could not safe­ 
ly go about on foot, Grant was some­ 
times seen walking 
the streets of 
Washington. 
An unfriendly observer 
desc ribed him as a shabby and slouchy 
looking man in an unbuttoned frock 
coat walking along Pennsylvania ave­ 
nue. 
Grant’s life had been much of the 
time one of physical hardship, but he 
was not a very active man physically. 
He liked a good horse and always had 
one at Washington. 
By this time the actual office work 
of the Presidency had become most ex­ 
acting, so* that the man of the White 
House had almost to fight for physical 
existence. 
Hayes, who gave personal 
attention to many details, was much 
disturbed by his lack of opportunity 
for exercise. 
A Boston woman invited to dinner 
at the White House during his admin­ 
istration 
found 
herself 
suddenly 
seized by the President a few minutes 
before 
the 
dinner 
was 
announced, 
rushed violently out of a door, trotted 
through the conservatories and back 
again. 
She* returned breathless, 
and 
Mrs. Hayes explained that the Presi­ 
dent frequently took this method of 
getting a bit of exercise before din­ 
ner. 
Mr. Cleveland’s increasing 
weight 
and his intense application to the de­ 
tails of his office made it difficult for 
him to get needed physical exercise. 
Even his amusements were not of a 
very ac tiv e kind, for he u s u a lly fished 
and shot from a boat, and later in life 
it was hard to get him out for a walk, 
though once started he was not a bad 
walker.

is true that, unlike Ruwenzori, they 
carry no permanent snow, the highest 
peak Is over 14,000 feet in hight. These 
volcanoes are particularly interesting 
on account of their comparative new 
ness, writes Prof. Wollaston in the 
Wide 
World 
Magazine. 
Running 
through the middle of Africa there is 
a trench many hundred miles long, in 
which lie the great lakes Albert, Al 
bert Edward, Kivu and Tanganyika. 
Not very many thousands of years 
ago the volcanoes, 
generally 
called 
Mfuinbiro, burst up through the mid­ 
dle of this trench and make a dam 
across it. with the resuit that some of 
the water, which formerly flowed into 
Lake Albert Edward and so into the 
Nile, was cut off 
and 
a lake was 
formed behind the dam. As time went 
on the waters in the lake, which is 
now called Kivu, rose higher and high­ 
er until, not being able to flow over 
the barrier of 
the 
volcanoes, they 
formed the Rusisi river, which runs 
the other way into Tanganyika, about 
a hundred miles distant. 
Of the eight volcanoes only two show 
signs of activity at the present time, 
in the 
form of thin wisps of steam

Senator Root’s amendment 
directing that postal savings funds 
shall be invested only in government 
securities has been abandoned. 
Sena­ 
tor Smoot was reluctant to yield. 
He 
said that he was willing to defer to 
the judgment of the president. Senator 
Root and the other able lawyers who 
contended that the bill would be ren­ 
dered unconstitutional if the Smoot 
amendment was allowed to remain in. 
The senator is not a lawyer. 
He ex­ 
pressed doubts, however, whether the 
senate would pass the bill if his 
amendment were eliminated. 
The votes added to the Democrats, 
who, with two exceptions, are opposed 
to the measure on general principles 
and will vote against it, augmented by 
the votes of those regular Republican 
senators, like Gallinger and Heyburn, 
who are opposed to any postal savings 
bank hill, will give 
the president’s 
measure a close shave. 
The senate 
leaders are confident, however, that 
they can pass the hill by a majority of 
from five to eight votes. They will en­ 
deavor to reacah a vote before the end 
of the week, and to accomplish that 
purpose will probably hold late ses­ 
sions devoted almost entirely to the 
consideration of the postal savings bill. 
Senator Bailey will speak in opposi­ 
tion on Tuesday. Other senators who 
have indicated an intention of discuss­ 
ing the hill are Dolliver of Iowa, Owen 
of Oklahoma and Heyburn of Idaho.
